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Announcement 


The Bookmark which has been published as a department of New York 
Libraries from November 1926 to August 1939 appears with this issue 
as a separate bulletin. It will be published five times a year, in January, 
March, May, August and November. The August number of each year 
will be the annual selection of children’s books; the remaining issues will 
be devoted to a selection of current books for adults. 

The New York State Library has sponsored booklists for the aid of 
the libraries of the State regularly since 1898 when Best Books of 1897, 
an annotated selection of 250 books of the year, was published. This 
bulletin was issued each year through 1926, when the decision was 
made to send information on books to the libraries of the State at more 
frequent intervals and Best Books with the selection for 1925 ceased 
publication. Beginning with the November 1926 number of the quarterly 
New York Libraries, generous space was allotted to the new State Library 
list, with its title changed to The Bookmark. For the hospitality extended 
to the list and for the helpful cooperation of Asa Wynkoop, then editor 
of New York Libraries, and for the continuance of this same generous 
and cooperative spirit on the part of the succeeding editors, Dr Frank L. 
Tolman, Mary B. Brewster and L. Marion Moshier, the editors of The 
Bookmark wish to express their appreciation. 

This current issue of The Bookmark thus restores the list to its earlier 
status as a State Library bulletin with somewhat increased frequency of 
publication. Designed as in the past to be of assistance in book selection 
to the libraries of the State, it will strive to maintain its usual high 
standards and to keep in mind at the same time the need of recommending 
books of timeliness, general interest and value.

This competent history of democracy 
in Europe discusses with detachment, 
the World War and its influence on the 
democratization of Europe, the down- 
fall of the postwar democracies in 
Europe, the League of Nations as an 
expression of democratization and the 
reasons for its decline, and modern 
authoritarian ideologies. Permeated 
with an inspiring philosophy, the book 
concludes with a moving chapter in 
which the author, the former president 
of Czechoslovakia, predicts democracy’s 
“final triumph. 

Democracy, contends the witty 
Jacques Barzun, in his Of human free- 
dom (Atlantic Monthly Press books, 
Little $2.50 323) is cultural, an 
experience of the individual. Since the 
absolute of good government is unat- 
tainable, the pragmatic theory must be 
applied and tasks near at hand should 
be undertaken which can make at least 
locally and temporarily for the good 
life.

Although complete in itself this is 
also an able and comprehensive con- 
tinuation of the Beards’ Rise of Amer- 
ican civilisation (New ed. 2v. in 1, 
Macmillan $3.75). Opening with “ The 
golden glow” of President Coolidge’s 
administration, it ends in 1938 after 
skilfully marshalling the economic and 
political events of these years and 
reviewing the activities, trends and 
infiuence of the period in the theater, 
movies, literature, art, science and 
social thought. The point of view is 
liberal, fair-minded and sympathetic to 
the New Deal’s economic and sociolog- 
ical aspects, but critical of President 
Roosevelt’s foreign policy. Index. 


The new German 
empire. Viking Press $2 943 

Clear-cut, informed survey of Ger- 
many’s limitless plans for expansion 
through a fascist revolution, analyzing 
the importance of Austria, the Sudeten- 
land, Poland and other encircling 
countries, as well as her interests in 
Africa and Latin America. The 
author, a German liberal in exile, is 
convinced that Germany is ai.ning at 
world domination, but that in this she 
is destined to fail. Map on end papers. 

The revolution of nihilism (Alliance 
Book Corp. $3 943) is written by 
Hermann Rauschning, a former leader 
of the National Socialist party, to warn 
the world that Nazism is pure nihilism 
with no definite doctrine of philosophy 
except the will to destroy. Doctor 
Rauschning, a refugee, paints an in- 
creasingly somber picture of Nazi 
progress. Although he believes the 
Nazis seek to conquer the entire uni- 
verse, he foresees for them no ultimate 
triumph.

Not always easy reading but a highly 
important book. 

In Inside Germany; translated by 
A. S. Lipschitz (Dutton $3.50 943) 
the author, A. C. Grzesinski, describes 
the course of events in Germany in the 
past half-century, including the under- 
mining of the republic and the state 
of affairs today. Grzesinski, a social 
democrat now in exile, relates also his 
own experiences as an official in various 
outstanding positions under the repub- 
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lic, his opinions of leading personali- 
ties and his convictions as to the 
devastating effects of Nazism. 

In the famous political tract Mein 
kampf ; complete and unabridged (Rey- 
nal $3 B or 92) Adolf Hitler has 
revealed his program for Germany and 
above all his own mind, character and 
spirit. In spite of his volte-face in 
regard to Russia, the book is of the 
greatest consequence in showing the 
significance and the seriousness to the 
whole world of Nazi aims and philoso- 
phy. Translated by an editorial board 
under the auspices of the New School 
of Social Research, from the first 
German edition (v. 1, 1925; v.2, 1927), 
and helpfully annotated.
